It only means that we are not to expect 
a general international rallying around the 
banner of the UN. 

The menace is too extended, there are 
too many possible fronts to direct the 
entire UN force against aggression in one 
specific spot. 

But if the UN is not in itself a force 
capable of resisting imperialist Russia, it 
can still play a vital part as a focus for 
common action and as a point of common 
contact where common opinion can be 
formulated, 

The UN is a forum, It is not yet a mili- 
tary force. 

This fact emphasizes the value of 
United States leadership in the crisis. 

It is fortunate for the world that if 
this leadership is not supported by the 
arms of the democratic world it is still 
supported by the good will and token 
assistance of nations to which the UN has 
given a common viewpoint and a common 
objective. 


Russia and the Facts of Life 


‘The expected resignation of former 
Vice-President Henry Wallace from the 
Communist party of the United States is 
clear indication that one more theoretical 
Communist has discovered at last the true 
objectives of Soviet Russia. 

Wallace has ostensibly split with the 
party over its attitude on aggression in 
Korea. He is not prepared to follow the 
rest of the Communist group in condemn- 
ing the action of the United States as 
aggressive. 

This does not make Henry Wallace any 
the less a Communist. 


But it does make him the kind of a 
Communist that refuses to identify that 
quaint creed with the imperialistic ob- 
jectives of Russia. 

For Wallace has obviously made tne 


painful discovery that Russia is not s0

intent upon making the world Communist 
as upon making the world a Russian 
colony. 


If his mind works in a logical manner, 


the second sequential discovery will follow 
shortly; that a political and economic 
doctrine must be fundamentally unsound 


if it is capable of ory, used to mask the 
plans of a greedy and barbaric nation for 
world conquest. 

Wallace has made an honest choice be- 
tween his own country and Russia. 

It is inevitable that he will be called 
upon sooner or later to make a choice be- 
tween Russia’s chimerical political philoso- 
phy and the political philosophy of the 
democracies. 

If one breeds conquest while the other 
breeds peace, the choice should not be 
hard to make.

Reason For 
Crowded Buses 


Editor, Bulletin — After spend- 
ing some four months in Van- 
couver, it is now quite apparent 
to me why there is so great over- 
crowding of ETS buses (of which 
there are too few). 

The pulling up of so much car 
rails prior to an appreciable 
number of buses is the cause. 

Vancouver is not pulling up all 
rails until the BCER considers it 
can meet the serious problem of 
moving hordes of workers to and 
fro with reasonable speed, com- 
fort and safety. They expect to 
pull the last rail in 1952. 

At present, streetcars are, along 
with buses, still doing a major 
job in rush hours on some routes 
in various sections of the city. 

For instance, had the rails of 
the ETS been kept intact for the 
present—118 and 124 to Jasper to 
101 to 107 to 124 and so on—the 
ever-overcrowding bus at present 
could have been greatly relieved 
until such times as a reasonable 
number of buses could be put in 
service. As it is now, there is, 
most of the time, enough traffic 
off the Calder bus to fill the 118- 
124 buses.

How- 
ever, it is heartening to read that 
the C.C.L. has sent a astrong 
protest to the Prime Minister on 
this matter, but as the labor vote 
does not mean as much to the 
present government as does the 
farm vote no doubt Mr. St 
Laurent will make a disarming 
and reassuring statement in re- 
ply to the effect that there is 
no immediate danger in present 
price increases. In the meantime 
the purchasing value of our dol- 
jar gets lower and lower. 

This is no time to play politics. 
Prices are being pushed up de- 
Mberately in order to forestall 
government action and there is 
e smell of profiteering in the air. 
In order to finance our arma- 
ment bill we shall be called upon 
to pay more taxes, but as this 
will be insufficient to meet such 
expenditure we shall be asked to 
buy more bonds, thus raising the 
National Debt to even higher 
astronomical figures which will 
lead to more printing press 
money being issued with its 
consequent devaluation of our 
currency.-Thus only price and 
wage controls can save us from 
the effects of ruinous inflation. 
Canadian prices must and should 
be, rolled back to at least those 
of June 3th. And rents must 
again be frozen in order to fore- 
stall a situation which may lead 
to chads if this is ntot done. The 
world is in a revolutionary mood 
and Canada is not necessaruy 
immune from these conditions. 
Don't let us play into the hands 
of the Communisis by allowing 
our economy to collapse of its 
own weight.

Currency 

Editor, Bulletin: It is reported 
that Mr. R. G. Mackay, member 
of Parliament for Reading, Eng- 
land, is placing before the Coun- 
cil for Europe, to which body he 
is the British delegate, his plan 
for a standard European cur- 
rency. His proposal is that a cen- 
tral European bank be establish- 
ed with capital subscribed by the 
participating countries from their 
existing gold reserves: this bank 
to control the issue of the new 
currency which would replace all 
of the present currencies and act 
as the recognied internationazl 
banking authority 

This plan was suggested by me 
more than a year ago in a letter 
to the Times, London, England, 
for which I received editorial 
acknowledgement. Mr, Mackay 
even goes so far as to suggest 
that the new currency should be 
called the European Gold Dollar; 
a slight variation from my sugges- 
tion that it might be termed the 
International Trade Dollar. It is 
not reported that Mr. Mackay fol- 
lows my original suggestion that 
an international eurrency of this 
kind should be made par with the 
United States dollar. This is im- 
portant in view of the fact that it 
would influence the repayment of 
American loans and serve to fac- 
ilitate international export and 
export transactions. Although I 
am pleased to note that my idea 
is now being put forward it re- 
mains that it is another instance 
of an experience that is only too 
common. It is not what is said

Met Once More

WINNIPEG, Man. — One of 
lifes most rewarding exper- 
iences is to sit before a table 
in the hushed and slightly sol- 
emn atmosphere of the dining 
room of Winnipeg's Royal Alex- 
andra Hote! and make a pig of 
yourself with Winnipeg Gold- 
eye. 

The hotel itself doesn't com- 
pare with other, more modern 
railway hostels in Canada (for 
one thing it's so close to the 
transcontinental tracks that a 
sleepless guest once phoned the 
desk and asked what time his 
room reached Regina), but the 
dining room is my favorite of 
all, being frankly old-fashioned 
and perfectly suited to a rever- 
ential consumption of Amphio- 
don Alosoides. 

Amphiodon Alosoides, or Wit- 
nipeg Goldeye, is the world’s 
finest eatin’ smoked panfish, a 
statement one may make boldly, 
and one made frequently by dis- 
tinguished visitors to Winnipeg, 
including H. V. Kaltenborn, a 
bold-statement maker from wway 
back. 


I Determined 


To Come Back 
Along with every other corre- 
spondent who converged on 


Winnipeg to cover the big flood 
this spring I indulged in a Gold- 
eye orgy and determined that 
if I ever came back I'd find 
something of the background of 
this splendid fish. 

Of course the Royal Alex has 
no monopoly on the delicacy. In- 
deed, Albert Zanzig, the retired 
maitre d’hotel of the Fort Garry 
Hote] (who insisted on serving 
them with the heads on and 
moaned at the necessity of of- 
fering them without a suitable 
white wine) is generally cred- 
ited with being the No. 1 Gold- 
eye salesman 

The fish are also on sale over 
the counter in these parts at 70 
cents the pound or three for 
about a dollar and are just as 
delicious cooked on a Coleman 
stove as anywhere else, On this 
my research is not to be ques- 
tioned. 

I introduced my gang to Gold- 
eve last night at the Royal Alex, 
successfully passing on my pas- 
sion for that delicate favor and 
firm, blushing flesh, and then 
retire to the kitchen to bow and 
scrape before the chef, who ac- 
cepted my plaudits with becom- 
ing modesty, 


Meet Horace 
Skilletmaster 


The hotel's chef is one Horace 
Swain, who has been doing ex- 
cellent things with Goldeye since 
1922 

He is a precise, smooth-skinned 
man who looks, except for the 
great white cap, like Hollywood's 
idea of The Famous Surgeon, and 
is anxious not to be quoted too 
directly on controversial points 

M. Swain favors a Goldeye of 
about 10 ounces and 12 inches in

Traditionally, the Goldeye is 
from Lake Winnipeg (fishermen 
drop their nets through the ice 
from portable heated shacks, I'm 
told), but in recent years the 
Goldeye have been running thin 
in Manitoba and most of the 
supply now comes from Lac 
Claire, near Athabaska Lake, in 
northern Alberta. Some even 
come here from Minpesota. 

The “processing,” as they eal! 
it, is a Winnipeg specialty and 
apparently as secret as the for- 
mula for Coca-Cola. Goldeye is 
a silver-colored sort of baas, but 
when it is smoked over smolder- 
ing scrub oak bush’ and tinted, 
it takes on the bronze-gold eolor 
and its flavor. 

Chef Swain can't remember 
when he was last asked for 
fresh Goldeye, which he de- 
scribes as “soft and unattrac- 
tive.” I've been invited to see 
how this processing is done, but 
1 think I'll skip it. Does the 
steak-lover visit the abbatoir? 

In the course of a normal day 
M. Swain may serve three or 
four dozen Goldeye, but some- 
times, for banquets, he will have 
three to four hundred, Mr, Swain 
likes those days. There are al 


ways a few left over for M 
Swain 
Oh, yes. Winnipeg Goldeye is 


a fine game fish when taken on 
a light tackle and responds to 
either a wet or dry fly. But its 
a lot simpler just to sit in the 
Roya! Alex dining room and give 
your order, softly and thought- 
fully, to a waiter.
